GERMAN FOUNDLING HOSPITAL. 


The Rev. Ernst Klitzke, in his report 
concerning the German Foundling Hospital, 
Bethesda, for 1879, gives the history of 
tho institution during the two past years, 
Mr and Mrs Louis, of the Rhecish Society, 
undertook the superintendence, the former 
undertaking also the pastorate, during the 
ten months which the writer of the report 
and the writer's wife apent on leave. {t is 
but natural then that to them due oredit 
should be given. ~ Louis looked after 
the Christmas collection of 1878, when 
$1,185. was collected, for which the Knglish 
as well as German friends ara heartily 
thanked. In 1877 there were 68 subscrib- 
ers during the year with a total of $1,120, 
and last year 82 subscribers with s total of 
$1,185, an increase of 12 subscribers and 
$55. Messra Siemssen & Co., Messrs Mel- 
chers dr Co., and the Hongkong and Shang- 
hal Bank, each gave $100 each year; the 
former year the Governor gave $00; but his 
name js not in last year’s list. for the 
‘gift of $50 in 1877, and for in other ways— 


for being. present, for instance, at the 


Obristmas: distribution of.presents, with 
Mrs Hennessy—acoording benevolent sym- 
pothy. to the insti.ution, the Committre 
express their hearttelt. gratitude to His 
Excellency.

Karly in 1879 
one of the girls was married to, a young 
Chineso afaistant employed under His 
Lordship the Bishop of Hongkong, so that 
there are now 16 pupils of the Foundling 
House living among their own prorle as 
mothers of Christian famil'es. No betro- 
thals have lately ocourred, the mombers of 
the rising generation who are being here 
trained for matrimony (a woinan’s ocovpa- 
tion or - profession,) being yet too young 
for, engagements. There have beev, 
however, several applications for. wives 

The oldest girls, who in accordance with 
the Evangelion! Lutheran creed observed 
in atl matters pertaining to this institution, 
receive, when 15 or 16 years old, confirma- 
tion at the hands of the Pastor, are mean- 
while being prepared for their future course 
of life, They rccalve, among othor lessons, 
once a week a loason in Chinose manners 
and customs through the Chinese teacher, 
an instruction which {s believed.to'be the 
more important os most of the instilution 
girla‘sre eventually married to men in the 
country, where they would easily incur tho 
danger of being made objecta of ridicule or 
be treated as non-Chinese, if ignorant of 
che customs in -vogue among the common 
people. The gitls are also being otherwise 
practically. prepared for the future; all 
grown-up have to study how to cook aud 
how to work in tle kitchen or garden, in 
anticipation of the work they may have 
to do when married, They take alternate 
weeks at inside and outside work, This’ 
brings us to thonre of the girls who are.crip- 
pled for life and wo are now'all grown up 
to maturity. Lt ia difficult to occupy them 
so that thoy are not envious of the privi- 
leges of tho other girls, who, being in full 
health, are given away in marriage. Con- 
sidering that the eldest of them is now over 
30 years old, the next 28 years, another 20 


| years, and do on, it is easily understood 


that many difficulties are connected with a 
proper trea:ment of such girls, especially as, 


| according to Chinésy cusiom, the younger 


ones are easily turned into servants 
by their eldest,—a. system .which is 
not advisable in an institution like 
this-“It is therefore proposed that there 
should be established, on a separate lot of 
yround, received as 4 present from the 
Government, a special asylum for the 
cripples.

Mr Ng Achoy said his*client was placed 
in an awkward position ‘There had been 
no evidence given that he had entered iuto 
aconapiracy. The only thing proved was 
certaiu acts which they: wero asked to im- 
pute to this motive. He submitted, on
